THE MECHANICS LITERARY 
I X ST 1 TUT]-:. 



A few words on the subject of the 
Mechanics Literary Institute will not 
be amiss at this time. The reading 
public must have observed from the 
late report that the establishment is 
not supported as it should be, and that, 
in spito of frequent appeals, a floating 
debt which approximates 1,000 has 
to bo faced in the iiscal year just com- 
menced. Organized some fifteen years 
ago the Institute started upon its 
career of usefulness with a great many 
members. All new things "take" 
here; the Institute was no exception. 
It "took" amazingly, and of evenings 
the rooms were wont to bo filled with 
young and old men athirst for knowl- 
edge and drinking deep draughts from 
the small library and the liberal sup- 
ply of periodicals then on hand. Im- 
mediately after organization a library 
was ordered from England, and .every 
one seemed to feel that it was his oi- 
lier bounden duty to do something to 
encourage and support the institution. 
It would. keep young men out of bar- 
rooms and out of mischief; it would 
cultivate in them a taste for reading; 
it would stimulate a natural desire to im- 
prove the mind; it would offer strnngors 
a place where they might whilo away 
evenings in the society of the best 
authors. Such were somo of the bene- 
fits it was said would result from the 
establishment of the Institute. .For 
aonio time the good results promised 
were realized. Where all put their 
hands to a wheel how quickly the wag- 
on moves on. Community of effort 
and unity of action insure success. The 
Institute soon had a plethoric treasury 
and bid fair to grow with the Prov- 
ince and become an established institu- 
tion. But by degrees the enthusiasm 
which was at first manifested cooled. 
As the Institute increased its power 
for usefulness the number of 
those who sought its benefits fell 
away. Subscriptions slackened, dona- 
tions and Government grants fail- 
ed entirely, and for the past four years 
the officers have had to light from hand 
to mouth to save the concern. Indi- 
vidual notes have been given and per- 
sonal security pledged to meet obliga- 
tions; and tho constant efforts of a few 
— very few — public-spirited men have 
alone kept tho organization together. On 
last Thursday ovoning the annual meet- 
ing was called by advertisement in both 
papers. The worthy President, Treas- 
urer and Secretary wore on hand. Tho 
reporters were present to dot down an 
anticipated flow of eloquence. Mr, 
Fell, who is the life and soul of any- 
thing ho takes in hand, Mr. Harvey 
and Mr. Bull, old hardworking com- 
mittee men, were there, and so were 
half-a-dozen other members. These 
were all. With two exceptions every 
person of the twelve present, has passed 
the meridian of life. Tho vacant chairs 
reminded us of the wedding-feast to 
which many were bidden and few 
came. The paucity of attendance was 
freely commented on and the apathy of 
the young of both sexes for whom the 
Institute was established, deplored. 
Various plans were suggested to make 
the Institute attractive to this class; 
and it is hoped that good results will 
spring from the suggestions made. 
Something must be done to save the 
Institute, for when the elderly gentle- 
men who now sustain it step out, who 
are to fill their places I Would it not 
bo a pity if the Institute should con- 
tinue to languish and finally die out 
entirely ? The young men and women 
can save it. Will they aid ?

Tostlng tho Hoso. 



The now hose recently received from 
Montreal by tho Fire Department wna 
tostod yesterday afternoon at tho tank 
situated at tho intersection of Govern- 
ment and Johnson streets. At about "2 
o'clock 710 feet of 2A in. 4-j)ly carbolizod 
hoso and 500 feet of cotton rubber lined 
hose were connected with the Tiger Go's 
steam engine (Button & Jilako, 
makers.) Steam was then generat- 
ed and the test took place in the 
ordinary manner, the result being that 
Bovoralof tho couplings of the cotton rub- 
ber lined hose gavo way at a water pres- 
sure of 1701bs to the square inch. This 
hoso was then disconnected and 11 water 
pressuro of 2201bs. to the Bqua.ro inch was 
put on tho carbolized rubber hoso whon 
0110 of tho couplings gavo way andseverol 
lengths showed signs of leakage. Both 
tho parcels of hoso, however, are apparent- 
ly well manufactured and of good materi- 
al, but tho couplings which are of a some- 
what novel design recently patented do 
not appear to have boon perfected. The 
Montreal Rubber Co., who supplied the 
hose, guaranteed it to stand a pressure of 
3001bs. to tho square inch for a term of 
three years and the test made yesterday 
has thereforo demonstrated the fact that 
it does not come up to tho expectations of 
tho Fire Deportment. The test, which 
took placo under the noraonal supervision 
of Chief Engineer Phillips and Depart- 
ment Engineer Hendry, was witnessed 
by members of tho City Council, the Pre- 
sident of tho Board of Delegates, ox-Chief 
Engineer Saunders, Secretary MeQuado, 
a number of other members of tho Depart- 
ment and a numerous assemblage of citi- 
zens.

ISO Mile House Races. 



His Royal Highnr-. the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, Commander-in-Chief of H. M. 
land forces, has given his consent to the 
raising of a general army subscription to 
be applied to tho erection of a suitable 
memorial to tho lato Princo Imporial of 
France, as an expression of regret at the 
Princo's untimoly and lamented death. 
Tho lato Princo, aa is well-known, receiv- 
ed his military education under English 
institutions and was killed in the field 
whilst serving England in South Africa. 
All branches of Her Majesty's sea and 
land forces as well as tho colonial militia 
have received permission to contribute to 
tho memorial fund and for tho reception 
of subscriptions a committee has boon 
formed at headquarters, Ottawa, consist- 
ing of Lieut. -General SirE. Solby Smyth, 
K.C.M.G., as President, with tho Adju- 
tant-General and Deputy Adjutant of 
Military District No. 4 as members. 
Sub-committees have also been composed 
with tho D. A. G. and Brigade Majors of 
each of the twelve military districts as 
members. Those, too, have authority to 
roceivo subscriptions and forward them 
to the Secretary of the committee at Ot- 
tawa, giving the names of tho subscribers 
and tho amounts contributed. In order 
that tho subscriptions may bo within tho 
roach of all ranks it has been decided to 
accept amounts from n penny to a pound 
Bterling and as British Columbia forms 
one of tho military districts in itself the 
members of the militia of tho Province 
will bo considered contributors to this na- 
tional memorial. Officers have been re- 
quested to ascertain tho amount each 
member of the several companies is dis- 
posed to contribute and the militia of tho 
Provinco will doubtless be recorded as 
one of tho military districts giving gener- 
ously tii so deserving an object as the 
"United Service Memorial." 

The Four Thousand Pivo Hundred. 

A deputation of workingmon have 
waited on tho city members with respect 
to tho expenditure of the unexpended 
portion of tho $4,500. Tho members, 
wo understand, very properly informed 
the deputation that tho Government had 
as much right to expend tho remainder 
of tho sum as they had to expend §800 of 
tho amount. Tho Government informed 
the deputation that they would take the 
matter into consideration and give them 
an answer in a fow days. Last night wo 
heard that the Government had decided 
to expond tho amount on tho city streets; 
but can they do that, legally/ By the 
Incorporation Act the Mayor and Council 
alone possess the power of making and 
repairing streets, c-.ic. No one daro turn 
ashovofull of earth in tho streets without 
having first obtained thoirpermission. Tho 
city authorities ask that tho amount be 
•placed in their hands for such disposition 
as to them may soem fit. They did not ask, 
and they may not allow, tho Government 
to expend it for them.

Re S. Walker an Insolvent— The peti- 
tion presented by the insolvent to set 
osido tho writ of attachment obtained 
somo time ago by the Bank of British 
North America came up for rehearing, 
by ordor of tho Supremo Court, beforo 
Judgo Ball on the 30th of October, Mr. 
C. Wilson appearing as agent for tho pe- 
titioner, and Mr. Edwin Johnson (of Rob- 
ertson & Johnson, Victoria) as counsel 
for tho Bank. 

Soveral witnesses were examined in 
support of tho petitioner and a number 
of affidavits and documents -were road on 
the other side. Tho writ of attachment 
was based mainly on a bill of sale by way 
of mortgogo of tho insolvent's storo and 
stock in trado at Barkerville made on the 
22nd of March last in favor of M. Pinker- 
ton to secure an expressed loan of §1,500, 
the receipt of which is acknowledged iu tho 
deed. It was admitted by both parties 
to tho deed that tho only real considera- 
tion was a pre-existing dobt variously 
stated at from §80 to §700 and a sum of 
§100 advanced shortly after the execution 
of tho deed, and it was stated by them 
that the balance of tho expressed consid- 
eration was intondod to bo advanced to 
enable Walker to carry on his business. 

Tho attaching creditors' claim consisted 
of apromisory noto for §1,250 and intorcst 
datod 7th Doc. , 1878, payable 90 days 
after dato to F. Noufelder it Co. and by 
thorn indorsed to tho Bank two days after 
date as security for their overdraft. Tho 
noto fell duo on tho 8th of March and was 
protosted for nonpayment; and it was 
whilo tho Bank was pressing him for pay- 
ment, and whilo tho Enterprise Gold and 
Silver Mining Co. woro pressing him for 
paymont of a still larger claim, that Walk- 
er gave tho bill of sale to Pinkorton. 

Mr. Walker denied his liability on tho 
noto on tho grounds (1) that a mistake of 
§500 was made by Noufoldor it Co., in 
tho account for which tho noto was given. 
(2) that subsequent transactions took place 
betwoon him and thorn which gavo him of 
sot-off (including the mistako) of about 
§900. (3) that before tho maturity of tho 
noto ho gavo notice to tho bank of his 
8ot-ofl', and (4) that Mr. Noufelder having 
becomo insolvent and effected a composi- 
tion, and discharge with his creditors tho 
property in tho noto became again vostod 
in him. It appeared, howovor, that up 
to the issue of tho writ of tho attachment 
the noto remained in the bank; and tho 
Judge declined to admit evidence of sub- 
sequent doalings with it on tho ground 
that tho only question was whether the 
writ was properly issued. 

Mr. Walker also denied hia liability to 
the Enterprise Co. on tho ground that 
thoy had not kept their agreement with 
him; but it appeared that thoy hold his 
promissory noto for a largo amount and 
that at tho time of tho giving of tho bill 
of salo he was negotiating with them for a 
renowal of his notes. 

After a patient heariug of two days his 
Honor on tho 31st Oct. dismissed the 
potition with costs.
